It was promised immediate 
consideration. 

Leonard Gaetz of Red Deer appeared be- 
fore the committee on agriculture and immi- 
gration and spoke in glowing terms of 
Norther Alberta as a field for immigration. 
All that was neceseary to make it a great 
country was settlers and railways. 

Dewdney presented astatement showing the 
cost of printing the Northwest ordinances 
and official papers from 1887 to 1889 was 
5,366, the French portion being $2,300. Only 
asmall proportion of the French printing 
had been distributed because there was no 
demand for it.

A convention regarding irrigation in 
Southern Alberta and Western Assinibota is 
talkea of, to be held at Lethbridge or Medi- 
cine Hat. Northern Alberta is not interest- 
ed 1n irrigation. 

A CIRCULAR Was received from the director 
of the central experimeatal farm, last mail, 
offering to test free of charge the growing 
qualities of any seed grain that might be for- 
warded to him for that purpose. An ounce 
or two would be sutlicient for a sample and 
would gothrough the mails post free. The 
reason for the offer is that rust prevailed to 
such an extent in some, chiefly the eastern, 
parts of Canada as to interfere seriously with 
the growing powers of the seed. Rust is 
unknown so far in this part of the country, 
and the grain never was iv better condition 
for seed than it is this season. 


Ir is Nk to organize a rod and gun 
club at Edmonton for the better protection 
of gamein this vicinity during the close 
season. Those who are fond of shvoting 
feel it to be unfair that the Indians are not 
compelled to observe the close season as well 
as whites. They say, what isthe use of 
protecting the game from white men if the 
Indians may slaughter all they can? It is 
probable that after the ciub is organized 
action will be taken jointly with the clubs 
already organized at Macleod and Calgary to 
bring this feature of the case prominently 
before tue attention of the authorities.

The farmer who ie eompelled to seek-a new 
location for himeelf and family, hae a very’ 
serious question to face: The circumstances 
compelling bim to remove may be of various 
kinds... He may be cramped on. too small » 
piece :of- land, or he may not have enough 
capital with which to work the land he has, 
ore may not own his land and at the close 
of his lease must seek a new location, or he 
may be desirous. of seouring land for his 
chiidren:and unable to purchase it in the 


vicinity in whieh: he lives; .or he may have |, 
bought land at.too high a price and be}p 


unable to’complete his payments; Any of 
these reasons may be sufficient to make it 
advisable for the farmer located in the east 
to seck anew home;to say nothing of bad 
seasons. or personal, misfortunes .or faults. 
Whatever maybe: the reasons for removal 
there is no doubt that the removal iteclt is a 
logs, The time. that. is taken in removing 
from one place to another, the’ travelling 
expenses, -the;losses and accidents before 
everything can be acoommodated to the new 
surroundings and ve got working te ‘advant- 


age make it most necessary that there should: 


be as few removals.as possible in a man’s 
lifetime, if wealth is desired,. Therefore the 
person intending to remove requires to 
weigh well the permanent advantages of the 
several localities of which he has choice 
before removing, .so. that. the one remove 
will answer all purposes. He should ask: 
What region produces those articles which 
are of the highest and most permanent com- 
mercial value? In what part of the region 
adapted. to the production of these articles 
can ‘they be produced in the greatest abund- 
ance and perfection and with the greatest 
average certainty? In *what «part of that: 
region is the soil best suited by reason of the 
depth of its fertility to permanently keep up 
an abundant yield? Has the region otherwise 
suitable a healthy elimate, tending to bodily 
and mental vigor; fot wealth’ -with- 
rut health to enjoy it or 
successors to use it ‘is of little account? 
Are there favorable opportunities for ‘ac- 
quiring land ct alow rate in that region? 
Are the natural conditions favorable to-a 
settler starting on a small capital? Are the 
social conditions there of ordinary civiliza- 
tion—is life and property - secure and are 
there educational and religious advantages 
available? -A satisfactory answer to these 
questions ts more important to the thinking, 
working, saving farmer—the man who is the 
roducer of the wealth and is the the back- 
ne of the civilization of both Canada and 
the United States; who has made these 
countries whatthey are—than tothe ques- 
tions that are ordinarily the first ones aeked: 
Ie there a rush of immigration, is the coun- 
try boomiug, is money plentiful, is land 
rising in value, is railway building going on? 
With a continually increasing population

aud tobacco. There is double as much 
wealth per head in Canada and the Northern 
States as in the Weat Indies and the Southern 
States, and it is more evenly divided. 
If wheat and cattle are the products upon 
which the: farmer may most safely depend 
for continued prosperity the.next question is, 
In what part of the region adapted to their 
growth can they be produced in the greatest 
perfection and abundance—in its southern 
or its northern part—in QGanada or in the 
States? It isan established fact that all 
roducts can be brought to the greatest a 
ection: near the northern ‘limit of their 
growth. It is a well established fact that the 
cultivated grains and domestic animals of 
Eastern Canada attain a greater perfection 
than those of the States immediately adjoin- 
ing to the south, And it is also a well 
established fact that although Ontario’ con- 
tains a very mwuch larger Vpn pepe of 
inferior farming land its yield of wheat per 
acre ie considerably greater than that of the 
immediately adjoining and very fertile State 
of New York, and greater than that of any 
State of the Union.
